the following statement to the Asso­ 
ciated Press on the European war: 
“You ask me to make a statem ent 
upon the two years of war, in which 
E n g l a n d , 
with 
her 
allies, 
France, 
Russia, Italy, Belgium, Portugal, Ser 
bia and Montenegro, 
has 
been en­ 
gaged. 
“Three months ago the task w'ould 
have been more difficult than it is to­ 
day. Since 
then 
G reat 
Britain and 
France have moved forward on their 
fronts and with tremendous effect— 
but of the latter. 
Also during that 
time Russia has moved heavily upon 
the troops of the Central powers, and 
in the southeastern 
corner 
of the 
Russian front has 
driven 
in, league 
upon league, tho Austrian troops, ha* 
raptured sector upon sector, city up­ 
on city, in the region* w here Austria 
was cfominant, and has made prison­ 
ers 200,000 men. 


Germans Driven Out. 
“Over in Asia Minor the field 
of 
conquest has been enlarged and de­ 
veloped. Erzerum and Erzingan have 
been captured and 
other 
renters of 
Turkish authority 
have 
been taken. 
The renowned von Hiadenberg, up bu 
the Riga district, 
has 
been 
driven 
back, mile after 
mile, 
and Russian 
prowess has 
proved 
Itself 
beyond 
question. Russian generals like Br up­ 
silon and Grand Duke Nicholas have 
established Russian position, 
weak­ 
ened at the beginning 
of 
the 
w'ar 
through lack of munitions. 
“ Looking back, one 
is 
forced to 
wonder bow' Germany was stayed In 
ber march of conquest. According to 
every rule she should have been in 
Paris at the time she herself appoint­ 
ed, early in tho autumn of 1914. She 
came very near it. What stopped her? 
She had left out of her calculations 
the strategic skill which belongs by 
nature to the French army, the m v 
French army from behind Paris, a id 
the contemptible little British army. 
“It is a remarkable thing that the 
only gains of Germany were achieved 
in the first few weeks 
of 
the 
w'ar. 
These gains were of immense strate • 
gic value to her. 
They included ti e 
mining and 
industrial 
districts 
of 
France and nearly the whole of Bel­ 
gium, fro mwhich she has steadily 
drawn practical support 
and advan­ 
tage and supplies. The wonder is not 
that the allies have done so well, but 
that with all her preparations and her 
perfect armament, Germany and her 
obedient colleagues, 
Austria, Turkev 
and Bulgaria have done so badly. 


.. Easy for Germany at First. 
“Apparently at 
the 
beginning 
of 
the war 
everything 
was 
in 
their* 
hands—everything except the British 
navy. If Germany could have m aster­ 
ed her as she mastered Belgium and 
a goodly portion of France the war 
long since would 
have 
been 
over. 
France w’ould have been a third rate 
power, under 
German 
control; Rus­ 
sia would have been driven back into 
her steppes and plains, once more the 
slave of German intluence and con­ 
trol, and the British empire as we 
know it would have become a thing 
of the past. What the British navy 
did was to sweep German merchant 
commerce from the seas, prevent Ger­ 
many from trading with the rest of 
the world except 
by 
crooked m eth­ 
ods, bottled up her 
fleet 
to useful­ 
ness, drive her South Atlantic fleet 
to the bottom of the sea, and throttle

“It seemed likely that the second 
year of the war would end without a 
sea fight of the first magnitude, out 
May 31 brought a gratifying proof that 
our great battleships were not built in 
vain and that our fleet, despite seem­ 
ing inactivity, was quietly and assid­ 
uously 
preparing 
itself for a blow' 
against the strongest sea power in 
the world. 
We still hear the question 
asked as to who was the real victor 
in the fight off Skagerrak. 
A com­ 
parison of the clear, concise reports 
of the German admiralty staff with 
Admiral 
Jellicoe’s . longwinded 
re­ 
ports, which contain only a few' facts, 
leaves no doubt that the German offi­ 
cial account gives a thoroughly truth­ 
ful description of 
the 
battle. 
The 
English version, with its barrenness 
of facts, labors in vain to conceal its 
improbability. 
“W hatever the final judgment is of 
the battle in detail the loss of British 
prestige at sea and the pronounced 
success of our fleet remain indisputa­ 
ble if only the British losses in men 
and ships are considered. 
The waves 
of the North sea swallowed 6,104 Brit­ 
ish seamen and 117,150 gross regis­ 
tered tons of shipping, while the Ger­ 
man losses were 2,414 men and 60,- 
720 tons. These figures were officially 
published on both the German and 
British sides. 


Opinions on the Battle. 
“Numberless authorities, both hos­ 
tile and neutral, have expressed opin­ 
ions on the battle, but the German 
people will not permit themselves to 
be influenced by any 
foreign 
judg­ 
ment. 
They understand 
alone 
how' 
proud they may be of a navy whose 
quality and honor have stood the test 
of battle with the strongest sea pow'- 
er. 
They know' that Chancellor von 
Bethniann-Hollweg rightly expressed 
the general sentim ent in his speech in 
the Reichstag on June 5 when he said: 
This victory, too. shall not make us 
vainglorious. 
We know that England 
is not subdued or conquered by this 
battle.* 
“By the side of the battle of the 
Skagerrak the other events in the 
second year of the war, natally speak­ 
ing, pale into insignificance. 
In the 
first year the activity of German sub­ 
marines aroused 
general 
astonish­ 
ment. 
In the second year their ac­ 
tivity was sharply circumscribed, but 
nevertheless their successes in war 
upon commerce were considerable in 
comparison with those of the first 
year. 
“On the other hand the destruction 
of w arships by submarines occurred 
but seldom. 
The U-27 destroyed an 
English protected cruise*- in the North 
Sea on August IO, 1915. 
A nother of 
our boats sank the French armored 
cruiser Admiral C h antier in the E a st­ 
ern M editerranean on 
F ebruary 
S, 
1916. 
A num ber of minor war ves­ 
sels w ere also sunk

quantity of the means of warfare pre­ 
pared by them. 
But a desire to break 
the enemy created a great spirit of 
enthusiasm among the people of the 
countries 
of 
the anti-German group, 
which people, ardently taking up the 
work of providing their armies with 
the necessary supplies, built up with­ 
in a short time new' military industrial 
enterprises 
many 
times 
increasing I 
the former production. 
“The end of the second year of the 
war was marked by the results of the 
patriotic upheaval among 
the 
allies 
w'hich found expression in a success­ 
ful adoption of the offensive by their 
armies, now- abundantly supplied with 
war material and powerful artillery.

a half ago dealt a destructive blow 
from its left flank, and from that time 
has 
uninteri uptedl\ 
continued 
one 
blow* after another against the Austro- 
Hungarians. 
In the same way, our 
Caucasus 
troops 
are 
persistent in 
driving the Turks from supposedly im­ 
pregnable heights in Asia Minor. 
“Thus at the beginning of the third 
year of the war, strategic conditions 
which have now become favorable for 
the allies on all fronts, 
more 
than 
ever give ground for the conviction 
that complete victory will be gained 
over the enemy.*’ 


Beginning of the Third Year. 
Petrograd, July 29.—The beginning 
of the third year of the war finds 
Russia on the offensive along a large 
part of her w'estern front. In the Cau­ 
casus Russian forces 
are 
pushing 
westward well beyond Erzerum and 
southward tow-ard the Mesopotamian 
border. 
Her armies have been reor­ 
ganized and strengthened 
and 
the 
shortage of ammunition, which was 
responsible for one of the most spec­ 
tacular and at the same time one of 
the most successfully conducted re­ 
treats in history, has been remedied. 
Today she has shells, 
cannon 
and 
small arms in abundance. 
Her muni­ 
tion factories have been improved and 
enlarged and are putting 
out 
large 
quantities of w’ar materials in addi­ 
tion to the enormous shipments ar­ 
riving from abroad. 
The personnel of 
the troops is as high, if not higher, 
than it was a year ago. 
The present 
financial needs have been adjusted 
through loans placed 
in 
England, 
France and America. 
The outlook today presents a strik­ 
ing contrast to that of last August, 
which saw he fall of W arsaw and the 
continuation of the retirem ent of the 
Russian armies, with the Germans and 
Austrians, buoyed up with a long suc­ 
cession of victories, still fiercely en­ 
gaging in rear guard attacks. 
The 
turning point came early in the fall. 
On September 9 the Russians stopped 
the Austrians at Tarnopol. 
The Ger­ 
man w’ave of invasion continued to 
roll onward, but in the latter days of 
September it had spent its force. The 
Russian 
armies 
turned 
upon 
the 
enemy along the line of the Dwina, 
Berezina, Shara, Styr and Sereth riv­ 
ers and checked them there. 
Desper­ 
ate repeated efforts of the Germans 
to capture Riga and Dvinsk, in which 
they hoped to establish winter gases, 
failed. 
They attacked 
again 
and 
again throughout the winter, but the 
Russian line held—and still holds. 


Personal Command of Armies.

A CONCERTED EFFORT BY THE ALLIES 


An Effort to Crush the Central Pow­ 


ers Has Developed Into a Titanic 


Struggle Before Which Super­ 


latives Are Beggared. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
The second year of the world w ar j 


! closes with the “Battle of Europe,” a 
concerted efforts of the allies on three 
•fronts to crush the central powers, 
which has developed 
into 
a 
titanic 
struggle before which 
superlatives, 
already 
exhausted, 
are 
completely 
beggared. 
France and Great 
Britain 
in 
the 
west, Russia in the east, Italy in the 
south are hurling wave after wave of 
armed men on the Teutonic lines, to­ 
gether with an avalanche of shells 
and bombs such'as th (-world has not 
known up to the present time. 
For 
the first time the Teutons are, tem­ 
porarily at least, on the defensive on 
the thousands of milos of the existing 
battle fronts. 
The change in the situation which 
the year has brought is striking, al­ 
though the results so far have been 
more potential and spectacular than 
radical. 
A year ago, the Germans, 
continuing their great drive against 
the Russians, hurled the Slavs back 
along the entire eastern front, cap­ 
tured Warsaw, the great fortresses of 
Kovno, Novo Georgievsk 
and 
Brest- 
Litovsk and established lines far in­ 
side Russian 
territory 
which 
they 
maintained virtually 
unbroken 
until 
within the last three months. 
They 
seized all Poland, a great slice of Rus­ 
sia to the south of that country and 
expelled the invaders from Galicia and 
Bukowina. Field Marshals von Hinden- 
burg and von Mackensen were the 
heroes of these great successes. 


On the Western Front. 
On the w estern front the changes 
in position during the year were com­ 
paratively 
small, 
but 
the 
twelve 
months wrere marked by three events 
of interest. 
The battles 
of 
Cham­ 
pagne and Verdun and the opening of 
the great Franco-British offensive on 
the Sommee took place in this period. 
The battle of 
Champagne 
opened 
on September 25, after a week’s ter­ 
rific bombardment 
of 
the 
German 
lines by the French, British and Bel­ 
gians. 
In a week of the bloodiest 
fighting that had been known up to 
that time the allies announced that 
they 
had 
taken 
twenty 
miles 
of 
trenches, six towns and 23,000 prison­ 
ers. 
But there 
they 
halted. 
They 
could not break through the mighty 
German wall and the grim deadlock 
which marked the western front for 
so many months was resumed. 
The 
battle of Champagne marked the re­ 
moval of Sir John French, the British 
eonmiander-in-chief from 
the 
begin­ 
ning of the war up to that time. 
In 
December, 1915, 
it 
was 
announced 
that he had resigned to take a home 
command and Sir Douglas Haig was 
appointed his successor. 
In sheer human interest the battle 
of 
Verdun 
probably 
surpassed 
all 
other individual events of the war. 
On February 23, the German crown 
prince began his assault of the historic 
French fortress, 
known 
throughout 
many centuries as the * gateway 
to 
France. 
For five months the defend­ 
ers withstood a storm at the fur*' of 
which the world stood aghast. 
Foot 
by foot, almost inch by inch, the Ger­ 
mans forged ahead, with a reckless 
disregard of their lives, a tenacity and 
cool courage which was only equalled 
bv the heroic determination 
of

On June 3 an unofficial esti­ 


mate of the German losses at Verdun 


placed the total at the appalling fig­ 


ure of 450,000. 
The assailants fought 
their way to within about three and 
one-half miles of the fortress, but for 
several wreeks have reported no fur­ 
ther progress and the force of their 
attacks appears to have lessened. 
Franco-British Offensive. 
The Franco-British offensive on the 
Sommee opened on July I, 1916. 
It 
was preceded by a bombardment of 
unparalleled duration 
and 
intensity, 
featured by the appearance of new 
and gigantic British howitzers. Under 
this awful hurricane of big gun fire, 
the German first line defenses crum­ 
bled. 
When the British and French 
troops advanced they 
reported 
that 
they found trenches in which there 
was not a single survivor, only the 
dead guarded the silent rifles and ma­ 
chine guns. 
German first lines were 
carried over an extent of twenty-five 
miles and the second positions pierced 
it certain points, but up to the present 
the fighting has been indecisive in so 
far as 
ne forcing of the Gem -ms to 
withdraw 
their 
main 
lines is con­ 
cerned. 
The fighting has been of the 
bitterest possible description and the 
reports of press correspondents at the 
front teem with accounts of the most 
amazing heroism 
and 
devotion 
on 
both sides. 
Instances have been re­ 
corded of the sole survivor of a com­ 
pany, wounded and without hope, who 
manned a machine gun and fought to 
the last amid the bodies of his com­ 
rades; of isolated detachments who 
stood off their foes for days until suc­ 
cor reached them, or death; of cap­ 
tured surgeons who 
bound 
up 
the 
wounds of their captors; of heroic res­ 
cues of wounded comrades tinder fire 
and of countless similar deeds that 
thrilled the watching w'orld. 


First Move Put Forward. 
The first move in the great allied 
offensive was not made by the Franco- 
British, however, but by the Russians. 
On June 4 the troops of the emperor 
Nicholas opened a tremendous assault 
on the Austro-German

front 
extending 
from the Pripet marshes to Rumania. | 
The Teuton lines held firm 
in 
the 
north, but to the south General Brus- 
iloff* sw’ept with 
irresistible force 
through the Austrian defenses, tear­ 
ing a great gap about IOO miles in ex- j 
tent. 
Through 
this 
the 
Russians j 
poured, 
capturing 
Czemowitz, 
the j 
capital of Bukow ina and 
overruning j 
the crownland. 
The Austrian losses I 
are declared to have been enormous, 
a month after the offensive began the , 
Russians making an official announce­ 
ment that over 200,000 prisoners had 
been taken and at least an equal num­ 
ber killed or w ounded. 
As the offensive developed the Rus­ 
sians 
won 
new 
successes 
further 
north and at the close of the war year 
are engaged in a mighty struggle for 
Lemberg, the capital of Galicia. 
The 
fighting has also extended to the ex­ 


treme north, in the Riga-Dvinsk re- 
I gion, but here

has as yet been gained by either side. 


Another Theater of the War. 
In another theater of the war the 
I 
year was marked by other and import­ 
ant Russian successes. 
Following the 
I disasters on the eastern front in the 
closing months of 1915 
the 
Grand 
Duke Nicholas w'as removed as com­ 
mander-in-chief of the Russian armies 
and sent to take charge of the opera­ 
tions against the Turks in the Cauca­ 
sus. 
After months of preparation he 
began a great drive across Armenia 
in January, 1916, which resulted in 
the capture of Erzerum and the port 
of Trebizond and expelled the Turks 
from the greater 
part 
of 
Armenia. 
After a comparative 
lull 
of 
some 


months the grand duke resumed his 


advance simultaneous with a serious 


uprising against the Turks 
by 
tho 


Arabs in Arabia. The Arabs took the 
sacred city of Mecca, Jiddah and Taif 
and besieged -Medina, the city where 
Mohammed was buried and one of the 
holiest spots 
of 
the 
Mohammedan 
world. 
In the meantime the Russians 
took Mamakhatun and Baiburt, 
but 
these operations have not yet reached 
a definite conclusion. 
In connection 
with

Turkish 
campaign the year saw a serious re­ 
verse for the Franco-British arms and 
a less important, but highly dramatic, 
disaster for the British. 
The disas­ 
trous attem pt of the French and Brit­

The high prices of food are 
due as much to difficulties in trans­ 
portation as to shortage of provisions. 
The scarcity of meat for civilian con 
sumption is due to the fact that the 
soldiers, who before enlistment were 
small consumers, are now receiving 
daily rations of meat. 
Considerable 
benefit is accruing to the Russians 
from the captured fields where they 
are profiting from the thrift of iht 
Galicians. One of the first requisitions 
made by General Brussiloff was for 
hands to harvest the abundant crops. 
It is a fact widely commented upon 
here, in M oscow , Kiev and elsewhere 
that the new troops, recently called 
to the colors, are sturdy men of good 
physique and equal to the best troops 
of the first line.

experiences of the past. Rifles had to 
be supplied. And the one reason why 
there was so much delay in making a 
move on the western 
front 
by 
the 
British was lack of equipment. The 
push forward at Lodz was not final 
.and effective because there was not 
uffieient munitions. 
W hat is Cond tion Tod ay? 
“But what is the condition of af­ 
fairs today? 
There are enough muni­ 
tions, becaues big men have given 
their brains and skill to the task of 
organization; 
because 
the 
manual 
workers of England have roused them ­ 
selves to a complete sense of duty; 
because they have given up - trades 
union regulations for the period of 
the war; because, without murmuring, 
have thrown up their holidays; be­ 
cause hundreds and thousands of wo­ 
men have joined the munitions works 
or have entered into fields of occu­ 
pation formerly monopolized by men. 
Such as the conduction of cars on 
train lines, driving vans, working up­ 
on farms, clerking in stores, doing 
mens* work in scores of small trades; 
because all England, in every corner 
of it, is alive to the terrible signifi­ 
cance of the world fight and has given 
its best blood, mind, strength a n i 
craft to the nation’s cause. 
“In spite of the criticism and com­ 
plaint, England w’ould not and cli i 
not move on the western front until 
she was ready, though she was willing 
to help at Verdun if needed and said 
so. 
And she was not ready until she 
could dominate, as she has done, the 
German artillery by a greater weight 
of metal; until, making a move for­ 
ward over the w'hole of her line, with 
France moving forward on the whole 
of her line, they both could make good 
their successes, mile by mile, and 
steadily and surely diminish the ca­ 
pacity of resistance upon the part of 
Germany. 
This they have done. 
What Is the Position T oday? 
“W hat is the position today? Every 
one of the allies has moved forward 
and at the same time and every one 
has succeeded as she has moved. Italy, 
like Russia, France and England, else­ 
where has ^succeeded in 
her 
field 
against Austria. Germany cannot put 
forward her men to 
help 
Austria. 
Vustria is harrassed by Italy and by 
Russia. 
Germany is harrassed and 
hampered by England, Russia, France 
and Belgium. 
“There is no rest for Germany any­ 
where. 
She cannot shift her troops 
from front to front, as she did in the 
early days of the w'ar, smashing one 
enemy here and then whisking Imr 
troops over to smash another enemy 
there. 
’“Mistakes? 
The allies no doubt 
have made mistakes, but England has 
made no such mistakes as have been 
made by Germany, all of whose plans 
have gone awry. England wTas expect­ 
ed to, and promised to furnish 150,000 
men for the protection of Belgium in 
case of an European w'ar—and that 
was all. She has, in fact, provided, an 
army and navy personnel of nearly 
5,000,000 men and has trebled the 
personnel of her fleet. 
Could any 
other nation in the 
world 
furnish 
over 4,000.000 men on 
a 
voluntary 
basis, as Great Britain has done? 
Americans Should Understand. 
“Americans should understand that 
it is not alone in the field of battle 
that Great Britain has proved her 
capacity for organization. 
She has 
proved in the civil field; she has na­ 
tionalized the railways of the country 
and has protected the regular divi­ 
dends; she secured the sugar crop of 
the world at the very' beginning of 
the war, through which sugar is cheap­ 
er today in Great Britain than it is in 
the United States, and at the same 
time has got out of it a revenue of 
nearly thirtv-four million dollars.

people

eral of our warships like the armored 
cruiser Prince Adalbert, October 23; 
Undine, November 7, 
and 
Bremen, 
December 17. 
“Special attention is merited by the 
bold Hights of our marine aircraft and 
their important scout work in the 
North Sea and Baltic. 
Attacks were 
made against fortified places on Eng­ 
land’s east coast and 
the 
English 
were able to destroy only two German 
airships, No. 15, on April I, and No. 
7 on May 4. 
Within a few’ hours our 
airships were able to reconnoitre tho 
entire North Sea and they did valua­ 
ble service in the battle of Skagerrak. 
Marine aeroplanes also did excellent 
work 
and 
especially 
distinguished 
themselves in the Baltic, where they 
were of the utmost value in various 
w ays. On several occasions they were 
able even to take the offensive with 
success, damaging 
warships 
with

men. 
In the Black sea and 
the Mediter­ 
ranean German submarines, working 
with those of Austria-Hungary, oper­ 
ated successfully in wrar against com­ 
merce and destroyed numerous trans­ 
ports laden with troops and war ma­ 
terial. In the Black sea the Yawuz 
Sultan Selim, formerly 
the German 
cruiser Goeben, and the Midullu, for­

and damaged Russian commerce. 
Glorious Deeds of Germans. 
“The glorious deeds of several Ger­ 
man auxiliary cruisers remain to be 
mentioned. 
The Moewe, under com­ 
mand of Count von Dohna, made a 
successful raid into 
the 
Atlantic in 
January and February. The Appam, 
one of the steamers captured by it, 
carried the passengers and 
crew of 
other captured merchantmen to the 
United States, 
under 
command 
of 
lieutenant Berg. The Moewe herself 
made her home port safely on March 
4, laden with booty. 
“The auxiliary cruisers Meteor and 
Grief, destroyed on August 7 and Feb. 
2. respectively, 
the 
much 
stronger 
armed 
British 
auxiliaries 
Ramsey 
and Alcantara. 
“On the threshhold of the third year 
of the war it remains to be pointed 
out that the German navy has hith­ 
erto fulfilled its chief task of keeping 
the enemy from German coasts, and 
beyond this has sccored a series of 
successes beyond our most sanguine 
expectations. The German people do 
not ignore the fact that German sea 
jwiwer still dominates the seas, 
but 
nevertheless they 
look 
with 
confi­ 
dence upon their navy. They expect it 
to show itself able and willing to win 
victories in the third year of the war 
as it has done hitherto, and thus con­ 
tribute its part 
toward 
the general 
aim of securing an honorable peace.”

Second Disaster of British. 
The second disaster of the British 
was 
the 
surrender of 10,000 troops 
under 
General 
Townshend 
to 
the 
Turks at Kut-El-Amara on the Tigris. 
This expedition had made a sensation­ 
al dash of more than 300 miles up the 
river in an attempt to seize Bagdad. 
It was within ten miles of the city 
when it was decisively defeated by the 
Turks and forced to 
fall 
back 
IOO 
miles. 
Here it was surrounded and 
forced to surrender, 
after 
a 
relief 
force had made several vain efforts at 
rescue. 
Two new nations entered the ranks 
of the belligerents during the year. 
On October 13, 1915, Bulgaria threw 
in her lot with the central powers 
and on March 9, 1916, Germany de­ 
clared war on Portugal, after the re­ 
public had seized all German ships 
interned in her ports. 
% 
The entrance of Bulgaria into the 
arena wTas signalized by a combined 
assault 
on 
Serbia by Austria, Ger­ 
many and Bulgaria, which resulted in 
the complete overwhelming 
of 
the 
hopelessly outnumbered Serbians and 
the subjugation of their country. The 
remnants* of the Serbian army wrere 
driven across the frontier 
into 
the 
wilderness of Albania, 
whence 
they 
were rescued by the British, French 
and Italians. 
They were shipped to 
Corfu where they w'ere reorganized 
and re-equipped and later, to the num­

100,000, 
joined

Franco-British forces at Saloniki. The

Success Won by Austrians. 
The principal success w'on by Aus­ 
trian arms during the

Italy in May. 
The Austrian forces 
swept the Italian invaders back over a 
wide stretch of country in the South­ 
ern 
Tyrol, 
reconquered 
about 
270 
square miles of Austrian territory and 
carried the battle 
into 
Italy.

Italians rallied, however, find at the 
close of the twrelve months had re­ 
gained a large portion of ground and 
were vigorously pressing a counter­ 
offensive in accordance with the plans 
of the entente for concerted action. 
On the sea the year witnessed an

harbors at Kiel and Wilhelmshaven, 
engaged the British fleet in the might­ 
iest naval battle of history. 
The battle was fought off the eoast 
of Jutland on May 31. Its results are 
so obscured by the conflicting claims 
of the combatants that they will prob­ 
ably not be definitely known until the 
war is over, if then. 
The Germans 
assert that the British losses were far 
heavier than theirs and on that ground 
claim the victory. 
The British, deny­ 
ing greater losses, point to the fact 
that they still control the seas as the 
basis of their right to the title of 
victors. London also claims that since 
the battle 200 British 
ships, 
which 
had been tied up in Baltic ports since 
the beginning of the war, have been 
able to make their way to English 
ports unmolested by German war­ 
ships. 
British Losses Reported. 
The German official account of the 
fight says that 
the 
British 
losses 
were 117,150 tons, as against 60,720 
tons sunk by the British. The British 
admiralty makes no attempt to esti­ 
mate the loss in tonnage, but unoffi­ 
cial British estimates place the Ger­ 
man loss at 109,220 tons, against 112,- 
350 
for 
the British. 
Officially the 
Germans have admitted the loss of 
only one capital ship, the Lutzow, 26,- 
600 tons, a vessel surpassing in ton­ 
nage and armament many battleships. 
The British claim to have sunk in 
addition two dreadnaughts and prob­ 
ably a third. The principal losses ad­ 
mitted by them for their side are the 
three battle cruisers, the Invincible, 
the Indefatigable and the Queen Mary.

Paris, July 29.—“The second year of 
the war ends with anxiety shifting 
from the group of the entente powers 
to that of our adversaries, who are 
now obliged to meet a general com­ 
bined offensive on every fro n t” said 
Marquis de Charabrun, a member of 
the foreign affairs committee of the 
chamber of deputies, in summarizing 
the military situation for the Associat­ 
ed Press at the close of the w ar’s 
second year. 
“While French, British and Russian 
preparations become more complete, a 
crisis of exhaustion is fast arising for 
the Austrians and Germans. 
Our ad­ 
versaries thought it would be impos­ 
sible for us to prepare, and certainly 
during the first year of the war there 
were difficulties th at had to be over­ 
come. 
We are proud to say that this 
was accomplished 
even 
while 
our 
valiant soldiers were resisting German 
invasion. Thanks to the patriotism of 
the country and the abnegation shown 
by all classes in France and England; 
thanks also to the campaign in both 
countries for more cannon and more 
ammunition, 
industrial 
action 
was 
everywhere multiplied 
and 
General 
Joffre wras able to say in an order of 
the day to the army at Verdun, ‘We 
have munitions in abundance.' 
“The Austrians and 
Germans 
re­ 
sorted to submarine warfare which I 
will not attem pt to qualify. 
It may 
continue to w’ork harm in a piratical 
form, but it will not open ports nor 
further 
the 
commercial 
aims 
and 
needs of the central empires, now ef­ 
fectively blockaded, nor will it restore 
to Germany her lost colonies. 
Russians Continuing Work. 
“The Russians are continuing their 
work successfully 
on 
the 
eastern 
front. 
They have again invaded Bu- 
kowina and are pushing forward in 
tile region of Lutsh and into the Car 
pathians, while Grand Duke Nicholas 
is advancing victoriously in the Cau­ 
casus. 
“The closer one examines the situ­ 
ation the more manifest becomes the 
anticipated ascendancy of the allies, 
increasing as time goes on because of 
their unrestricted resources and un­ 
shaken confidence in victory.” 
From various critics and experts on 
military affairs expressions have been 
obtained from which the military sit­ 
uation, according to the French view, 
may be summarized as follow’s: 
The extent of the difficulties of the 
central empire does not even now’ ap­ 
pear from the state of the 
w ar 
as 
viewed 
from 
a geographical stand­ 
point, but has shown 
itself 
in 
the 
changed tactics in evidence and is 
becoming obvious in the altered map. 
The operations of the Franco-British 
armies, 
outnumbered 
in 
men 
and 
guns during the 
first, 
six 
months, 
saved France by sheer heroism, but 
could not end the war; could only 
prolong it and gain time. 
The Rus­ 
sians pushed into East Prussia, con­ 
quered 
Bukowins, 
invaded 
Galicia, 
crossed 
the 
Carpathians 
and 
even 
threatened Silesia, but exhausted their 
arm am ent in April, 1915, and lacked 
even the essentials for defense. 
The 
Germans knew it w’ould be impossible 
for Great Britain and France to have 
caught up in nine months 
with 
the 
Germans* 
forty-five 
years' 
prepara­ 
tions and felt themselves free, dealing 
first with France, to turn upon the 
Russian armies. Nine divisions trans­ 
ported from the Franco-British front 
reinforced the Austrians, and the of­ 
fensive against the Austrians began 
in May. 
Bv the end of July Prxemysl 
and Lemberg had been retaken and 
the Russians were 
considering

abandonment of Warsaw* and the line 
of the Vistula. 
Short even of rifles, 
many of Emperor Nicholas' troops de­ 
fended themselves with clubs during 
the long retreat in w*hich was accom­ 
plished the second miracle of the war, 
the continuity of their line being ev­ 
erywhere maintained, as well as the 
integrity of the Russian armies. 
Able to Beat Germans. 
The battle of Arras in June, 1915, 
was considered to have 
proved 
the 
allies, man for man, able to beat the 
Germans in the offensive, other things 
being equal, but the munitions and 
artillery of the opposing forces wore 
pot yet equal. 
The transformation of 


field tactics as the 
war 
progressed 


multiplied the need for heavy guns 


and powerful projectiles 
to 
break 


through 
the 
concrete-armored lines. 
This transform ation 
thus 
increased 
the superiority of belligerents who had 
the initial advantage in preparation, 
forcing their adversaries to a greater 
expenditure of munitions 
than 
their 
industries were as yet able to pro­ 
duce, while they themselves were able 
to shower the Russian lines with the 
biggest of shells. 
I he end of the first year of the w ar 
w*as the beginning of the second crisis 
for the allies—a munitions crisis, ag­ 
gravated by a diplomatic crisis inquir­ 
ing new enterprises that drew’ on their 
main forces. 
The landing 
of 
the 
f rench and British at the Dardanelles 
in April had weakened the allies else­ 
where, 
reducing 
the num ber of re­ 
serves on the main front, and if it did 
not modify their general plan it obvi­ 
ously made the elaboration 
of 
new 
plans difficult 
and 
hampered 
their 
movements. 
At the same time 
the 
enigmatic 
situation in the Orient became seri­ 
ous, Greece refusing 
the 
compensa­ 
tion offered for territorial concessions 
to Bulgaria w hich might have facilitat­ 
ed a union of the Balkan states. The 
situation in Persia and 
Asia 
Minor 
following the entry of Turkey into the 
war had developed a menace to Great 
Britain in the far east. The favorable 
impression produced by the advance 
north of Arras had diminished in t*he 
absence 
of 
further 
operations and 
there was a notable absence of news 
favorable to the allies. 
Females Trained Mechanics. 
'‘More cannon, more ammunition,” 
w’as the comment of the French peo­ 
ple 
on 
the 
difficulties that beset 
them. 
Women and girls joined in the 
efforts 
of 
the 
trained 
mechanics 
brought back from the armies to the 
forge and the lathe, and the curve of 
munitions production took 
a 
sharp 
upward turn. 
The industrial efforts of the allies 
were given the required time by the 
resistance of the Russian armies. The 
Germans advanced, but 
they 
could 
neither destroy nor dislocate the Rus­ 
sian forces. 
Despite the formidable 
effort of the central 
powers 
Dvinsk 
held out, and winter w*as upon Field 
Marshal 
von 
Hindenburg’s 
armies 
with the Russian campaign unfinished. 
Even had it terminated then it w*as 
too late to turn against the allies in 
the west. 
Grand Duke Nicholas had 
won for the French and the British 
the entire fall and winter in w’hich to 
continue their preparation. 
While intensifying 
to 
the utmost 
their production of arms and ammu­ 
nition, the allies began early in the 
second year of hostilities, with the 
visit of Field Marshal Earl Kitchener 
to France, the series of conferences 
that was finally to co-ordinate their 
military effort. 
Their diplomatic 
action, 
however, 
did not as yet reflect the same unity 
of purpose. 
No parallel 
result 
was 
obtained either at Athens or Sofia in 
negotiations 
regarding 
territory 
in 
Macedonia offered to Bulgaria, and 
there appeared to be a divergence of 
view’s among the allies as to further 
action. 
Negotiations 
were 
still 
in 
progress when Turkey ceded the De- 
deaghatch-Mustapha 
Pasha 
railroad, 
with part of Adrianople^ to Bulgaria, 
foreshadowing 
the 
latter’s 
action 
against the allies. 
Victory Over Austrians. 
Meanwhile, the Germans and Aus­ 
trians, after crossing the Vistula and 
occupying Russian Poland, transported 
part of the troops from the Russian 
front to the Save and the Danube for 
another 
offensive 
against 
Serbia, 
which after her victory over the Aus­ 
trians had only 250,000 effective men 
left to oppose them. 
The French, in the Champagne and 
in the Artois in September gained con­ 
siderable territory and made import­ 
ant captures in prisoners and mate­ 
rial, but as in the preceding offensive 
north of Arras in June this movement 
failed of decisive results because of 
the narrowness of the front of the at­ 
tack and the impossibility to push ar­ 
tillery preparation deeply enough into 
the German lines. 
That the offensive 
w*as considered to have confirmed the 
superiority of the French soldier in 
attack in nowise altered the general 
situation, just then further complicat­ 
ed by the mobilization of the Bulga­ 
rian arm y menacing 
the 
Serbians, 
which threatened the eventual exten­ 
sion of the w’ar to the far east by the 
junction of the armies of the central 
empires, Bulgarians and Turks. 
The 
Greek army w*as mobilized immediate­ 
ly, but King Constantine refused to 
sanction the government’s policy of in­ 
tervention in favor of Serbia, Greece’s 
ally, and forced Prem ier Venizelos to 


resign. 
The allies, heavily engaged in the 


I D a r d a n elles, now had to face either 


the eventuality of the crushing of 


Serbia and an unopposed junction of 
the armies of the Teutonic powers 
with those of the Bulgarian-Turkish 
coalition, or tile additional burden of 
a campaign in the Balkans. The Dar­ 
danelles expedition had accomplished 
no appreciable result and the need of 
saving Serbia was more urgent than 
the opening of the straits. 
The Landing at Saloniki. 
r] here still appeared to be a certain 
lack of unanimity among the allies 
as to the 
Gallipoli 
Peninsula 
and 
Saloniki. 
The landing 
at 
Saloniki 
w’as decided upon, however, and, con­ 
sented to by the 
Greek 
government 
before the resignation 
of 
Premier 
Venizelos, it began in early October. 
But it was too late to save Serbia, at­ 
tacked by the Bulgarians on October 
7, when the Germans and Austrians 
under Field Marshal von Mackensen 
already had taken Belgrade. Though 
they fought heroically, the Serbians 
were overwhelmed by attacks from 
two sides and driven into Albania, 
while the armies of the central pow­ 
ers formed a junction with the Bul­ 
garians and opened the route to Con­ 
stantinople. 
New’ difficulties continued to de­ 
velop for the allies, however. In Mes­ 
opotamia the Turks stopped the ad­ 
vance of General Townshend^ forces 
within twenty miles of Bagdad and 
drove him back to Kut-el-Amara, be­ 
sieging him there. 
In 
Persia 
the 
gendarmerie revolted against the gov­ 
ernm ent, creating fresh em barrass­ 
ments for the Russians. 
In the Bal­ 
kans, after the complete conquest of 
Serbia and the occupation of a con­ 
siderable portion of Albania, the Aus­ 
trians invaded Montenegro, and be­ 
fore the end of January all the Bal­ 
kan peninsula with the exception of 
Greece, Roumania and a little corner 
of Albania was in the hands of the 
group of central empires. 
That marked the limit of their suc­ 
cesses. 
The advantage that time had 
gained for the allies began to tell. 
General Ivanoff, commanding the Rus­ 
sian armies in Volhynia and Bessar­ 
abia, continued their offensive in Jan ­ 
uary with the occupation of Czar- 
torysk. 
Itself unimportant, the sig­ 
nificance of this operation lay in the 
revelation it furnished of a refreshed 
and reinforced Russian 
army, 
pro­ 
vided with new cannon, abundant sup­ 
plies of projectiles and sufficient pow’- 
er to plow* up German field defenses. 
Advance In the Caucasus. 
Of far greater significance was the 
advance in the Caucasus by Grand 
Duke Nicholas, forcing the fall of Er- 
zerum, accomplishing the occupation 
of Kermanshah, and, in the military 
view* here, virtually eliminating Tur­ 
key as a factor in the European w*ar, 
beside re-establishing the prestige of 
the allies in Persia, 
instead of a 
reservoir of men upon 
w’hich 
they 
might draw to fill the void caused by 
eighteen months of heavy wastage, 
the central powers found at Constanti­ 
nople only an additional drain upon 
their resources. 
The 
Russian 
ad­ 
vance not only m eant the recall of 
Turkish divisions th at were expected 
to help the Germans, Austrians and 
Bulgarians against the allies at Sal­ 
oniki, but German and Austrian troops 
were sent with them to aid the de­ 
feated Ottoman forces 
in 
Armenia. 
Yet Trebizond fell 
after 
Erzerum , 
Mush was occupied, and the conquest 
of Armenia w*as nearly complete. The 
diversion in the east had failed to 
break the cordon of steel, and in I-* b- 
ruarv the coalition of the central em 
pires was facing a crisis of greater 
gravity than any that had threatened 
the entente 
allies. 
The 
Bulgarian 
army was almost barefoot; the Tuik^, 
excepting at Kut-el-Amara, w*ere every­ 
where defeated, and the wrastage of 
the long and unsuccessful effort 
to 
take Dvinsk had weakened von HOl­ 
denburg so that he was incapable o. 
undetaking a general offensive on the 
Russian front. 
The Austrians, loft to 
themselves, had never succeeded and 
the maintenance of a large force be 
fore Saloniki was required to 
o i 
Serbia and prevent the invasion o 
Bulgaria. 
The interior situation of 
Germany was official admitted to be 


glT t b i s 
em barrassm ent, 
as 
the 
French o b serv e rs view it, the central 
powers a rd en tly desiring peace, and 
urgently n e ed in g success to raise the 
spirits of th e German 
people, 
de­ 
pressed as they were by prolonged 
p rivation s, looked to the French front 
and decided upon the adventure of 


Verdun. 
Limited Length of Front. 
The German plan seems originally 
to have been to concentrate artillery, 
munitions and men in such force o \e r 
a limited length of front that the on­ 
rush would 
be 
irresistible. 
They 
chose Verdun because the position ot 
the ancient fortress was such that the 
defenders had their backs 
to 
the 
river Meuse on two sides and because 
success there would give the greatest

It is the belief of military experts 
that the Germans hoped 
to 
break 
through the front there and destroy 
the French armies. 
It was impera­ 
tive th at success be rapid, according 
to this view, and when, after three 
days, the advance was checked in the 
region of Douaumont the the project 
and failed. 
General Retain, as an of­ 
ficial citation later 
revealed, 
had 
time to “reestablish a delicate situa­ 
tion.” There was no longer hope of j 
breaking through the French from. 
Every yard of ground gained by the 
Germans before Verdun since Febru­ 
ary 24 has been at 
an 
extremely 
heavy sanguinary cost. 
The contin­ 
uing of so expensive and fruitless an 
operation has puzzled the critics. 
It 
has been advanced that the Germans j 
persisted with the object of exhaust-i 
ing the French forces and preventing! 
an offensive by the allies elsewhere. 
If that end was in view, the successes 
of the allies in the battle 
of 
the 
Somme shew it was not attained. 
The Battle of Verdun. 
The battle of Verdun, if ordered 
with the intention of interfering with . 
the offensive plans of the allies, in j 
nowise diminished the chances of car-i 
rvng them out, whatever the fate of 
the discarded fortress, it having now* 
no more significance apart from the 
prestige of the name than any other 
point along the front. 
Local success 
there has long been discounted and, 
in military opinion, can have no vital 
effect, while 
the 
attempting 
of 
a 
wastage process by the central pow­ 
ers at this stage of the war is held to 
be illusory and certainly enormously 
costly. 
The central empires have no 
longer reserves in such numbers that 
they can 
afford 
to 
launch 
them 
against the allies in the mere hope 
of inflicting more damage than they 
suffer. 
The heroic defense of Verdun, on 
the other hand, has been for the al­ 
lies one of the notable developments 


of the war. 
It held German reserves 
there in such numbers as to put an 
end to the shifting of troops from 
front to front. 
It prevented the re­ 
inforcement of the Austrians, suffer­ 
ing from the loss of prisoners, with 
perhaps as many in casualties, to the 
armies under General Brussiloff. 
It 
obliged the Germans to prolong dur­ 
ing five months a vast daily expendi­ 
ture of projectiles that was expected 
to continue only a few’ days, and has 
so drawn upon their reserves of mu- 
notions that in the battle 
of 
the 
Somme they were able to reply to the 
French and British guns in the pro­ 
portion of only one shot for three. 
Success Defense Told Of. 
The successful defense of Verdun 
and 'he successful offensives of the 
allies in the north of France and on 
the western front show at the end 
of the second year of the W’ar that the 
finally-prepared war map on which 
the German chancellor held that the 
allies ought to accept negotiations is 
undergoing 
singular 
modifications, 
with the Russians occupying Buko- 
wina and part of Galacia; the Italians 
recovering territory lost in the recent 
Austrian offensive and still in pos­ 
session of the Isonzo region, and with 
the French and British in possession 
of more than thirty villages on the 
banks of the Somme that had been oc­ 
cupied by the Germans for twenty 
months and each of them transformed 
in 
the 
meantime 
into 
miniature 
fortresses. 
The allies have caught up with the 
advantage of the Central pow*ers in 
preparation, 
and 
further 
modifica­ 
tions of the respective positions of 
the contending forces, it is believed, 
must be a reconquest of invaded ter­ 
ritory by the allies. 
The 
destruction 
of 
adversary 
forces is another and a far more diffl 
cult matter. In this war the end may 
be nearer than many hope or may yet 
be far distant. There are no bases on 
which to calculate 
the 
progress 
of 
military operations or the resistance 
of the belligerents, even when ap- j 
parentlv doomed to defeat. 
What is 
clear if that the 
anticipated ascen­ 
dency of the allies, arising from thei- 
unrc*tricted 
resources, 
appears 
to 
have been realized.
